SHANGHAI, China.-(/P)—Two Jap- 


anese bombing planes protected by 
pursuit craft dropped a score of pro- 
jectiles Wednesday along the main 
thoroughfare of Nanking, killing 40 
civilians. 


It was the first time Japanese planes 


had struck within Nanking's walls 
since September 26. 


The bombardment came as foreign 


sources confirmed reports that long- 
awaited Russian-manufactured planes 
had arrived at the capital to bolster 
the Chinese air forces. 


The Japanese raid was believed to 


have been an attempt to smash the 
new craft quickly.

vent artificial fluctuations but indi- 
cated they were not ready to assume 
the responsibility and that more in- 
tensive Commission regulation may 
result. 


The demand for reorganization re- 


sulted from failure of secret negotia- 
tions between certain New York Stock 
Exchange members and the SEC. The 
Commission rejected as inadequate the 
Exchange's proposal for improved ad- 
ministration of the "big board." 


Douglas specified that an acceptable 


plan would have to include: 


1. Strict punishment of members 


guilty of "unelhical or illegal" activ- 
ilics. 


2. Transfer of Exchange manage- 


ment from committees of members to 
paid and impartial experts. 


. Reduction in the number of EN- 


uhange members. 


4. Regulation to give full or "ade- 


quate" market effect to the transac- 
lions of small investors in odd lot, or 
less than 100-share, trading. 


5. Restriction on floor trading of 


members and specialists.
